FACTS ABOUT ATWOOD’S FLIGHT 


Traveled in airline, 286 miles. 

Actual flying time, 5 hours and 43 
minutes. 

Time, from start to finish, includ- 
ing delays for two stops, 10 hours 
and 14 minutes. 

Average altitude, 500 feet. 

If he keeps up his first day’s rec- 
ord, Atwood will be able to cover 
the 1,460 miles, from S8t. Louis to 
Boston, within seven days, instead 
of ten, as planned. 
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Chicago, August 14.—By flying the 
236 miles from St. Louis to Chicago 
with only two intermediate stops and 
in an actual time of five hours and 
forty-three minutes today, Harry N 
Atwood, of Boston, believes he has set 
a pace which will result in his estab- 
lishing a new record on his flight by 
aeroplane from St. Louis to New York 
and Boston. 

As it is, Atwood appears to have 
broken the American record for a sin- 
gle day flight. The best previous Am-~ 
erican record was made by Atwood 
himself, when he flew 148 miles from 
Atlantic City to Baltimore, July 19, 
1911. The best. international: cross- 
country record is held by Andre Beau- 
mont, who, in the Paris-Rome con- 
test, covered 401 miles in a single day, 
but in this instance’ he made three 
landings, while Atwood today landed 
only twice. 

Atwood, tn a Burgess-Wright bi- 
plane, left St, Louis at 8:05 a. m. He 
landed in Chicago at 6:19 p. m His 
total time between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago, counting the delays occasioned 
by the two stops, was ten hours and 
fourteen minutes, but his actual time 
in the air was five hours aid forty- 
three minutes. This, Atwood asserts, 
ig three hours and twelve minutes less 
than the scheduled time for express 
trains for the same distance. 

Atwoeod’s Thrilling Descent. 

Atwood’s descent into Chicago wart 
thrilling. Sailing in from the south- 
west, a lone speck in the clouds, he 
made directly for the downtown dis- 
trict and for a time hovered unnoticed 
in the distance over the skyscrapers. 
Thousands of people were crowded at 
the ‘lake front intent upon the flights 
of the aeroplanes competing in the 
aviation contests. Atwood appeared 
on the scene as a stranger, unherald- 
ed and expected only by a few.

Con- 
tent with the fact that he has not 
brought disgrace to his fair name, the 
babe darts about the corridors of the 
jail, playing here with one prisoner 
‘and there with another, as if they were 
playmates in his sunny Carolina home. 

When a reporter visited the jail.jes* 
terday afternoon Jacob wasn't try 
to get ont. Much to the contrary. He 
was trying to <limb through the bars 
further in, where a door separated him 
from a trio of prisoners with whom he 
had become intimate. He was asked 
to pose for a picture, and did it with 
great pleasure, even selecting his own 
posture. 

“Jake,” as he is familiarly called by 
officials and prisoners around the Tow- 
er, hasn’t cried a bit since his impris- 
onment, which began Saturday after- 
noon. He is jolly and lively, and seems 
perfectly oblivious to the environments 
from which many stronger hearted 
men have quailed.

At a meeting held in London today 
by the managers of all railroads hav- 
ing terminals here, it was resolved 
that the time had arrived to resist the 
men’s encroachments, The managers 
contend that the men, by striking, will 
violate the agreement arrived at after 
the railway troubles of 1907, under 
which all disputes were to be referred 
to conciliation boards or an arbitrator. 
This agreement, they say, was .to run 
until 1914. 

Today’s meeting was unanimous that 
the only way to terminate dislocation 
of business would be to take a firm 
stand and refuse all concessions to the 
men. The managers expressed the fear 
that there would be grave troubles on 
all the railway systems before the 
present week is ended.

Declares He Cannot Furnish 
Necessary Information Be- 
fore Sept. 1. 


It now seems probable that the in- 
vestigation of the ‘agricultwral de- 
partment, which has been ordered voy 
the general assembly,, will not begin 
until some time after the adjournment 
of the present session. 

Several days ago the investigating 
committee, through its chairman, Sen- 
ator Bush, asked Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture T. G. Hudson when he would 
be able to furnish the committee with 
a detailed statement of the workings 
of the department, which was request- 
ed of him by the committee shortly aft- 
er it was appointed. o 

In a reply submitted to the commit- 
tee Monday, Mr. Hudson’ says that his 
office force will not be able to get the 
information ready before September 1. 

Senator Bush stated Monday, after 
receiving Mr. Hudson’s communication, 
that he would call the committee to- 
gether Tuesday for the purpose of sub- 
mitting to the members Mr. Hudson's 
communication. 

Mr. Hudson’s letter follows: 

Hon I. A. Bush, care senate chamber, 

City. 

Dear Sir: On July 31, 1911, I receiv- 
ed copy of a resolution passed by your 
cemmittee, requesting me to give you 
a detailed statement of all receipcs of 
money and disbursements of this office, 
together with a list of all appointments 
by me, the salary of each eniployee, 
etc., from August 1, 1905 to June 30, 
1911. 1 immediately put the force in 
the office to work to get up this re- 
port, as requested, and they have been 
diligently at work since that time upon 
same. I find that it is utterly impos- 
sible for me to have this report ready 
for your committee before the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature. We have 
handled in this office since I came in 
several hundred thousand dollars, the 
transactions in most cases being for 
small amounts.

'TUDICIOUS MARKETING OF THECOTTON CROP. 


Never has a better or more promising opportunity to get. the 
full worth of his product confronted the cotton producer than now. 

It is pointed out in a letter from C. J. Haden, of Atlanta, writ- 
ten from Manchester, England, and published today, that the Eng- 
lish spinner has been and is still suffering from scarcity of supply of 
raw cotton. He is counting on this season’s crop, which he has 
been told will be the largest ever produced, to recoup his losses. 
He is organized, has all the money he wants at his command and 
he is going into the field with the opening of the season to beat 


possible basis. 

Consensus of opinion among the producers who are best 
qualified to judge conditions and prospects, is that this season's 
crop has been largely overestimated. It was pointed out at the 
recent meeting of the Georgia State Agricultural Society at Way- 
cross, that the tendency of the season has been to grow more 
weed than boll and that the fruitage, as compared with the stalk, 
will be quite disappointing. In a communication published today, 
W. J. Wingate, of Meigs, Ga., states further. that this season’s cot- 
ton is largely a bottom crop, which will mature early, thus present- 
ing the danger of heavy marketing in the fall months with noth- 
ing to back it up later in the season. The too evident effect of 
flooding the market early in the season would, therefore, be to bring 
a much lower price for the cotton thus sold than it is actually worth, 
based upon the real crop outlook. Then there is the damage to 
the crop frorn the cotton caterpillar in the west, which, added to 
that from the boll weevil, is making more serious inroads on the 
crop than have yet been taken into consideration, 

Thus, from the standpoint of the season’s crop, the producer 
has an advantage which he can put to good use. 

If he rushes straight to market with all his cotton in the be- 
ginning of the season, prices will go to smash and the foreign man- 
ufacturer will win, as he is right now planning to do. 

Experience of past seasons has so well demonstrated this that 
it should be needless to give the producer warning. It has happened 
repeatedly and it will happen again, unless there comes what must 
be almost revolution in crop marketing methods—a gradual feed- 
ing to the market of cotton as the manufacturer and the cOnsumer 


| need it and are prepared to take it at the price it is actually worth! 


The foreign manufacturer wants nothing better than the floud- 
ing of the market in the early months .of the season; he thrives 
upon it. It is a bear movement for the unfortunate results of which 
the producer has only himself to blame. 

It would be a suicidal business policy for the manufacturer or 
the merchant to put the whole of his product on the market at once; 
the same policy spells disaster for the producer of cotton or any 
other agricultural product. 

Farmers generally are in better shape than they have ever 
been; they owe less money, and, with the aid of the banks they can 
sell their cotton during the season as the price is right and save mil- 
lions of dollars. 

This is a plain business proposition; and if the producers will 
watch the market in an organized way, selling when they can get 
full value and holding when heavy receipts or bear operations tem- 
porarily depress the price, there is no question that they will reap 
the reward. '

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- STEEL CARS STAND THE TEST. 


Perhaps the first test of real value given the new steel passenger 
coach, now being substituted on the larger railroad systems for the 
old type of wooden car, came in Sunday’s wreck of the Pennsylvania 
Flyer from Chicago to New York, near Fort Wayne, Ind., in which 
two persons were killed and thirty-three slightly injured. 

While the two wooden coaches at the front of the train were 
smashed and splintered, and the baggageman in one of them was 
killed, the seven steel coaches on the train were practically unin- 
jured, their occupants escaping with nothing more than a’ few 
bruises. 

Discussing this aspect of the wreck, Associated Press dispatches 
make this significant statement: , 


Passengers in the seven rear cars escaped with only cuts and bruises, 
whereas, it is declared by railroad men, if the cars had been of the old-fash- 
ioned wood construction, the carnage would have been frightful. The all-steel 
cars of the flyer were put to the first actual wreck test they have ever under- 
gone, and proved to be all that has been claimed for them by their designers. 
Only the first two cars of the heavy nine-car train were much smashed. 

The result in the Fort Wayne wreck carries its own lesson. 
Aside from the duty of railroad to public, to make every possible and 
adequate provision for the protection of life and limb, here is an 
instance wherein the use of safety equipment saved to the railroad 
company possibly many times the extra cost of theesteel cars, in 
the damages which it would otherwise have been called upon to pay. 

Comparatively new in railroad equipment, the value of the steel 
car nevertheless has been realized by railroad experts in advance of 
the actual test they were put to in the Fort Wayne wreck.

CAPT. OBERLIN CARTER 


He Says He Has Been Badly 
Treated and Wants Inves- 
tigation. 


Washington, August 14,—Complain- 
ing bitterly of his treatment in con- 
nection with the Savannah harbor 
scandal, former Captain Oberlin M,. 
Carter appeared before the house come 
mittee on expenditures in the depart- 
ment of justice today and asked that 
a full investigation of the case be 
made. He denied any part in the al- 
leged Greene and Gaynor frauds, and 
said his hope was to give the public 
the truth. Richard H. Weyman, of 
Chicago, the special master in the casé6, 
told him recently, he said, that the 
conduct of the case was “a terrible 
travesty on justice.” Weyman prob- 
ably will be summoned as a witness. 

Carter served a prison term and was 
ordered to forfeit several hundred 
thousand dollars to the government 
for his connection with the harbor 
scandal. 

He denounced the activities of Ma- 
rion Erwin, special counsel for the 
government, and E. Ll. Johnson, an en- 
gineer employed as an expert. He said 
the men had kept themselves on the 
government payroll for twelve years 
by “cooking up” testimony and inten- 
tionally causing delays. He declared 
that all of his private papers and 
property, seized by government agents, 
had been kept; that he had been un- 
able to recover even a lock of his dead 


wife’s hair and a piece of the flag that 
flew over Fort Sumter.

JUDICIOUS CROP MARKETING 
MEANS MILLIONS TO SOUTH 


Editor Constitution: If a campaign 
of agitation should be vigorously 
pressed throughout the south for de- 
manding good prices for cotton, it 
would be worth not less than fifty 
million dollars to the cotton grow- 
era during the season of 1911-12. 

The newspaper reports and the feel- 
ing here indicate a large crop. It is 
ra thing devoutly prayed for by the 
European’ spinners. The pressure 
downward in the market by the buy- 
ers during the coming season will be 
desperate. 

The English spinners have uniform- 
ly lost money for three or more years, 
excepting where, by reason of pecu- 
liarly favorable conditions, a manufac. 
turer has been able to hold his own. 
A sentiment flavored with British na- 
tional patriotism may make the com- 
ing struggle a Waterloo. The manu- 
facturers are organized. 

It is notoriously true that Liverpool 
(Liverpool in cotton means England) 
lost its dominant place in the control 
of cotton prices ten years azo. New 
Orleans is now the controlling fac- 
tor. New York is little more than a 
gambling shop. The change came 
about when the organizations of 
southern farmers began to teach them 
that cotton selling was a transaction 
with two sides to it—that the seller 
might demand as well as the buyer 
might offer. The growth of this 
knowledge has done more to regulate 
prices of the past decade than has 
the varying volumes of the crops.

WOULD RESOLVE AS SOLEMNLY AS 
THE “THREE SWISS” THAT THEY

THE i8T OF JANUARY, VOICED BY

INGS, I AM CONFIDENT COTTON 
WOULD GO TO SEVENTEEN CENTS. 

This requires a wide-spread patrio- 
tic thrill, such as swept over the 
south, when in 1861 the old men put 
their savings into confederate bonds 
and the young men took up the hard- 
ships of common _ soldiers. Such a 
campaign would be worth more to us 
of the south than would have a doz- 
en victories at Gettysburg. We are 
people of sentiment and there has 
never been a time in ¢gur history when 
that fine quality of our country could 
have been appealed to with a greater 
certainty of results. 

A leading British statistical paper, 
in a recent number reviewing the cot- 
ton market, said: 

“At the present time the cotton 
trade is passing through a period of 
travail. It is experiencing almost

to the full the effects of shortness in 
raw material.” 

In a conversation last week with one 
of the foremost bankers of London 
(the representative of the Associated 
European Bankers, who at one time 
insisted upon the insurance of cotton 
bills of lading) he frankly admitted 
that the European bankers backed down 
from their demands for the avowed 
reason that a majority of them feared 
such a step would lose the American 
business. 

If the cotton producers could know 
their strength—could see face to face 
the vantage ground on which they 
are camped—a triumph is theirs—a 
triumph which means millions now 
and eventually a power and prestige 
not hither enjoyed by any spot on 
the globe.

Cotton Crop Overestimated. 
Editor Constitution—I don’t see the 
warnings in the newspapers to the 
farmers to hold and market the crop 
Slowly that I commonly see at this 
season of the year. Even the Farm- 
ers’ union people are not having much 
to say on this line. I would like very 
much to see The Constitution and all 
other leading newspapers that are 
friendly to the cotton producer, fire 
some hot shot in that direction: for 
no doubt there is one of the greatest 
efforts being made to get the present 
crop for almost nothing that has 
been made in a long time. The bear 
crowd will succeed if the newspapers 
and farmers don’t put up along, 
strong, hard fight for the next sixty 
days, because, on account of the early 
dry spring, cotton matured an early 
bottom crop. But the bottom crop 
is practically all that is made, and 
this crop will only be a twelve mil- 
lion-bale crop in spite of all the gov- 
ernment’s fine condition reports. 

Rain has been very plentiful since 
the latter part of June, and for the 
past thirty days there has been too 
much hot sunshine mixed with the 
rain. Today there are great fields 
of cotton in this section with not a 
green leaf on it. If it had only con- 
tinued dry throughout the growing 
Season there would have been a fif- 
teen million-bale crop made. This, 
no doubt, will sound very foolish to 
people who don’t know that it takes 
a hard, dry year to produce a. heavy 
crop of cotton. Refer back to the 
year 1904, the dryest year the cotton 
belt has ever Known, and you will see 
that we produced the largest crop 
in our history. I trust you will vig- 
orously handle this matter.

DEAD THIS YEAR 


House Defeats the Resolution 
to Rebuke Rules Committee, 


Majority of Committee Would 
Have Resigned Had the Reso- 
lution Passed--Meeting in the 
Afternoon Body Again Re- 
fused to Give Bill a Place. 


All chance for any prohibition legis- 
lation at this session disappeared yes- 
terday. It is unlikely that any further 
effort will be made to get the Tippins 
bill on the program of work for the 
remaining three days of the annual 
meeting of the general assembly. 

Mr. Alexander, represéntative from 
DeKalb, who has led the prohibition 
forces in the present legislature, on 
Monday adopted His threatened “robust 
methods” in attempting to force the is- 
Sue to the fore. 

He scored the rules committee for 
for 
special order and by resolution, 
very nearly induced the house to ad- 
minister a severe rebuke to that com- 
mittee for its alleged policy of obstruc- 
tion. ° 

On this latter move the vote come 
within four of a majority. During the 
voting, when it appeared that the Alex- 
ander resolution of criticism would be 
passed, the members of the majority 
of the rules committee prepared to 
hold a meeting immediately and hand 
in their resignations as committeemen 
on the ground that the rebuke amount- 
ed to insult, 

The failure of the resolution to ob- 
tain a majority—by four votes—ob- 
viated an action that would have been 
highly sensational. 

Tippins Bill Ignored. 

At 3.30 Monday afternoon the rules 
committee met again and in line with 
its action in the forenoon declined to 
put the Tippins bill on the program. 

This makes it certain that the meas- 
ure Cannot possibly pass the house in 
time to be acted on in the senate, and 
prohibition as a legislative issue goes 
over to 1912. 

Calls It Revolutionary. 

At the morning session the re-ap- 
portionment bill having,the right of 
way as unfinished business, no effort 
was made to block the progress of the 
session until after it was disposed 
of. 

Then Mr. Alexander submitted 
minority report to that of the rules 
committee which re-established the 
procedure fixed last week and exclud- 
ing the Tippins bill from measures 
to be voted on. Mr. Alexander’s pro- 
test set forth that the action of the 
committee was revolutionary, being 
in the face of the wishes of the house 
as expressed last Saturday. He as- 
serted that such rights as exercised 
by the rules committee were uncon- 
stitutional, null and void. 

“As @ member of this house,” 
report concluded, “I cannot consent 
that my county shall be deprived of 
its equal status in the law-making 
body. »As a member of the commit- 
tee, am not willing to assail the 
rights of any county.” 

He denounced the report of the com. 
mittee “this day filed” as a “revolu- 
tionary document and dangerous to 
this state.” °* 

Next in order was a resolution ap- 
propriating the per diem and mileage 
of the late Representative Smith 
from Tattnall to his widow, and until 
it was passed there was no new in- 
cident. 

Immediately thereafter, Mr. Alexan- 
der introduced a privilege resolution 
making recitals in line with his min- 
ority report, and declaring rule 439, 
giving the rules committee power to 
fix the calendar for the last seven 
days, as depriving members of their 
aonstitutional rights, and censuring 
the rules committee for burying house 
bill No. 2, after the house had ex- 
pressed a desire to vote on the same. 

“Il move that the resolution be 
tabled,” declared Mr. McElreath of 
Fulton, 

The motion was put, but before the 
result of the viva Voce vote was an- 
nounced Mr., Alexander demanded the 
ayes and nays, which were taken, re- 
sultfng in the resolution being tabled 
by a.vote of 83 to 79. The line-up 
was largely the same as on the issue 
as drawn Saturday. A dozen or more 
who voted with him Saturday desert- 
ed him Monday.

Chicago, August 14.—A series of ac- 
cidents, any of ‘which might easily 
have proved fatal, kept the crowd at 
the third day of the international avia- 
tion meet here on tip-toe of excite- 
ment all the afternoon.

By sticking to the car, however, 
Ovington managed to force the engine 
into action, and the biplane glided to 
the ground, Ovington was uninjured, 
but it was necessary to add a new 
Plane to his machine. 
MeCurdy’s Airship in Blaze. 

J. A. D. McCurdy, flying near the 

ground, approached too near the club

house of the Chicago Yacht Club. The 
planes of his car struck a number of 
high voltage electric wires running to 
‘the club house, and in a minute the 
canvas and oil-covered wood of the 
planes were on fire. 

McCurdy leaped out, and reached the 
Zivuud uninjured. The aeroplane fell 
a few feet farther, but too late for the 
fire to be extinguished, and it was con- 
sumed. 

The wires cut trailed over the free 
seats in which 20,000 persons were 
seated, but the dangling wires were 
surrounded by police until electricians 
could repair them and insure safety. 

Simon’s escapade in the water was 
more sensational, although possibly 
less serious than McCurdy’s. W hile 
flying over the water a mile from 
shore his engine stopped, and the 
plane glided into the lake. It remained 
upright, the broad planes holding. all 
but the lower sheels out of water. 


Perched on Planes Smoking. 


Simon, carrying for a life preserver 
an inflated automobile tire, was in no 
immediate danger, and when offered 
aid from. the hydroplane which had 
been flying mear, refused to leave his 
machine. With the aid of the hydro- 
plane, Simon’s plane was started and 
left the water successfully. A min- 
ute later it fell again, this time over- 
turning. Guards in a motorboat who 
to rescue Simon, found him 
perched on the remains of his plane, 
cheerfully smoking. He was taken 
ashore in the motor boat and the ma- 
chine towed in. 

Lee Hammond fell nearly 300 feet in 
his piplane, made a high dive as the 
machir® ,almost reached the water 
and swam for half a mile te meet the 
rescuing motor boat. The plane float- 
ed a few minutes and then sank in 
100 feet of water. Divers and tugs 
with grapping hooks have been un- 
able to recover it and it is believed 
it can not be brought to the surface. 

Both Oscar A. Brindley and Walter 
Beatty went after the altitude record 
for the day and remained out of sight 
most of the afternoon. When the meet 
closed Brindley could not be seen high 
in the clouds. He did not descend un- 
til it became so dark, it became neces- 
sary to build bonfires to see the land- 
ing, Peace.

Young Virginian Will Be Placed 
on ‘rial August 21. 


Beulah Binford Was Not Called 
Before Grand Jury, Neither 
Was Paul Beattie---Historic 
Chesterfield Courthouse 
Packed With Crowd. 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., August 
14.— Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., a young 
Virginian of good birth and breeding, 
will be placed on trial for his life 
here next Monday in the little red 
brick courthouse built more than 160 
years ago. A grand jury today return- 
ed against him a true bill charging 
wife-murder, and if convicted in the 
first degree he may be sent to the elec- 
tric chair. Counsel for the defense 
fought hard for postponement of the 
case, but Judge Walter A. Watson, of 
the Chesterfield circuit court, held that 
the interests of the commonwealth de- 
manded a speedy trial and accordingly 
get the case for a week from today. 

Already held guilty by a coroner’s 
jury of having shot his bride in a 
motor car on the night of July 18, the 
indictment of Beattie today was pure- 
ly perfunctory. Only four witnesses 
were heard, but the jurors deliberated 
for two hours before they returned 
the broad indictment covering all de- 
grees of homicide. 

Binford Girl Not Called. 

Neither Paul Beattie, cousin of the 
defendant, nor Beulah Binford, for the 
love of whom the state will charge 
that Beattie killed his wife, appeared 
before the jury although both were 
brought gere from Richmond. 

The Binford girl, now only 17 years 
old, was prettily dressed in a blue 
tallor suit and a big picture hat. She 
uppeared unruffied by the stares of 
the curious, although she shielded her 
face from photographers with her fan, 
No one except attaches of the sheriff's 
office was allowed to see her. 

Not only was the defendant not pres- 
ent in court today, but no member of 
his immediate family put in an ap- 
pearance. His aged father has said 
that he will stand by nim to the end, 
but he avoided the notoriety of at- 
tending today's proceedings.

He says that the “turnip pest,” a 
emali yellow-striped worm, developed 
from eggs laid in the bud of the turnip 
plants by a white butterfly, has ar- 
rived, and is already on his farm in 
large numbers. He has sent several 
of the infected plants, with the worms, 
to the department of agriculture at 
Washington, with the request that he 
be fvrnished information as to the 
best means of resisting this pest. 

Captain Lumsden states that this 
worm has destroyed thousands of dol- 
lars worth of turnips, rape and col- 
lards in middle Georgia and in Rich- 
mond county, in the eastern part of 
the state

[UNANIMOUS DECISIONS 
DEMANDED OF COURT 


Senator Bourne Would Re- 
strict the United States Su- 
preme Tribunal. 


Washington, August 14.—A bill re- 
quiring that decisions by the supreme 
court of the United States on ques- 
tions affecting the “constitutonality of 
any provision of a federal or state 
law must be unanimous” was intro- 
duced today by Senator Bourne, of 
Oregon. It was attacked by .Senator
